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Douglas D. Murray 


Douglas D. “Doug” Murray was born in 1942 in Marshall, MI and first 
became attracted to numismatics as an eleven year old Cub Scout in 
1953 when he discovered the Lincoln cent and began filling the holes 
in his collection which expanded over time to other series that could 
be found in circulation. While serving in the U.S. Air Force in upper 
Michigan in the mid-1960s, he that found many coins could still be 


found in circulation and maintained his interest in coin collecting. With 





a background in Chemistry, Doug spent his entire thirty year career in 
Quality Control at the pharmaceutical company, Upjohn. As Doug puts 
it, a major part of his job was to discover things that were different when they were not supposed to be. This 
mindset certainly came into play. In 1975, he discovered Large Size Star Notes and soon found that there 
was not much information to be found; certainly not enough to satisfy his desire to learn everything there was 
to know about the subject — later, that search for knowledge culminated in the publication of the standard 
reference on the subject, The Complete Catalog of UNITED STATES LARGE SIZE STAR NOTES 1910-1929, 
which Doug authored in collaboration with Ray Alfini in 2007. Two previous editions were published in 1985 
and 1996. 


In 1977, Doug became interested in the earliest Legal Tender Notes after meeting Reverend Frank Hutchins 
and uncovered much new information regarding the intricacies of these early notes produced by both the 
private banknote companies and the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. Another of Doug’s interests were late 


print runs of certain signature combination notes. 


Doug’s research skills over the last forty years have led to many extremely rare and important discoveries in 
all three of these as well as other areas which are being offered during our 2018 FUN Currency Signature 
Auction. Many of Doug's thirty-plus major discoveries are detailed in the auction descriptions in this sale. His 
work has altered the standard reference for U.S. Currency, Paper Money of the United States, with important 
discoveries like the Fr. 229*A 1899 $1 Silver Certificate, and extensive new design varieties for the 1862 and 
1863 Legal Tenders. With many new rarities being offered for the first time, this catalog is destined to be an 


important reference on these areas for years to come. 


Art Davidson 


It is not often that we have a consignor like Art Davidson, who is known worldwide 
for his mountain climbing exploits, as well the books he has authored. Art, who 
thinks of himself first as a father and grandfather, has also put together one of the 
finest collections of U.S. $100 notes. 


Art was born in Colorado, and after a brief stint in college (as he puts it “I played 
a lot of poker.”) he was drawn to climbing mountains. By the age of 23 he had 
made the first ascent of Kichatna Spire (considered by some the most difficult 
peak to climb in North America) and the first winter ascent of Mt. McKinley, now 
Known as Denali. On their descent, the team struggled to survive a storm with 
wind chills calculated to be at -148 Degrees F. Art’s book about this experience, 
Minus 148 Degrees, is a classic of mountaineering literature. Other books he 
has authored include In the Wake of the Exxon Valdez, and Endangered Peoples 
about the struggles of indigenous people around the world. Art continues to be 
both a successful business man and a committed activist on environmental and 
cultural issues of our times. 





Art has focused on the $100 note and has strived to collect the very best small size $100s by series and district as well 
as large size $100s by type. This interest was sparked by childhood memories of trios to the racetrack with his father 
and brother -- and the hundred dollar bills that accompanied successful wagers. Following is just a small sample of 
the highlights of Mr. Davidson’s collection appearing in this Signature Currency Auction. Additional selections, including 
some exceptionally rare obsolete $100 notes, will appear in both our Central States and ANA Signature Currency 
Auctions later this year.

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20001 Continental Currency May 10, 1775 $20 PCGS Very Fine 35. 
This is a very collectible example of one of America’s most historic paper 
currency notes. Uniquely printed from the May 10, 1775 Session, the 
$20 uses marbled polychromatic paper, which is visible at the left end. 
The marbled paper obtained by Benjamin Franklin for this purpose was 
later used on the first United States Federal Loan Certificate (Anderson- 
Smythe US-1). The face and back emblems and mottos were sketched by 
Franklin. These emblems also appeared on the backs of $30 Continental 
notes. PCGS has commented, “restorations.” Those that we see are of edge 
splits, with no traces of design redrawing. A very nice example of this 
single most popular Continental note. (3,000-up)

Marbled Edge $20 May 10, 1775 Continental 
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20002 Continental Currency May 10, 1775 $20 PCGS Very Fine 30. 
PCGS has commented, “small splits, tears, and minor damage; repairs; 
masked stain near bottom left.” That list of defects is all accurate, but the 
note is surprisingly handsome and actually quite high grade. The repairs 
are all at the very edges. The stain can barely be seen and every word of the 
text on both sides is as sharp as the day the note was printed. The marbling 
is not terribly wide, but is fully original. There are two repaired splits into 
the marbling, but none of the color has been replaced, redrawn, or enhanced 
in any manner. The same can be said about the signatures. Both the brown 
and red signatures are perfect and untouched by any problem. The May 10, 
1775 Session $20 Marbled Border note is one of the most stirring and iconic 
American paper money notes. The Continental Congress series notes com- 
menced with this uniquely styled type. Its overall rarity and direct relation- 
ship to Benjamin Franklin’s printing innovations make it highly sought after. 
Franklin furnished the well-crafted marbled polychrome paper used for the 
notes; the unique paper type was designed to deter counterfeiting. Franklin 
used a similar marbled paper for the United States loan certificates made near 
Paris to finance the late stages of the American Revolution. Most importantly, 
he sketched the inspired face and back emblems and mottos. They were later 
paired together on the May 10, 1775 Session $30 notes as well as on the backs 
of the $30 notes from three subsequent resolutions. On the face, within a pat- 
tern border, are the emblem at left and obligation at right. Across the top are 
the words, CONTINENTAL CURRENCY. The circular medallic emblem 
shows wind personified as a large face ruffling the water with his strength. 
The motto VI CONCITATE (Driven by force) is above, within the outer 
circle. The back, printed coin turn, has a wider pattern border and different 
emblem than the face. “Continental Currency” is at top right, the denomina- 
tion right center, and the imprint of Hall and Sellers at the bottom right. The 
back emblem at the left features ships on calm sea, with radiant sun shining 
above, encircled with the motto CESSANTE VENTO CONQUIESCEMUS 
(When the storm dies down we will rest). The notes were printed on sturdy, 
moderately thick paper with the marbled color border edge at left face. 
This paper type became fragile when creased and was subject to edge splits. 
(4,000-up)

New 63PPQ. 

The only Continental denomination with a double vignette rather than 
the nature print on the back. The twin vignettes on the back of the $30 
denomination were utilized on five different issues: May 10, 1775, July 22, 
1776, November 2, 1776, February 26, 1777, and May 20, 1777. The $30 
notes in the final issues utilized nature prints on the backs. The double 
vignettes are the same two vignettes that appear face and back on the 
$20 May 10, 1775 marbled edge note. Both were designed by Benjamin 
Franklin, and Franklin’s original sketch for the VI CONCITATE vignette 
appears on page 78 of the 5th edition Newman. This lovely note should 
realize in the range of... (1,750-up)

This is the only Continental denomination with a double vignette rather 
than the nature print on the back. The twin vignettes on the back of the

1777. The $30 notes in the final issues utilized nature prints on the backs. 
The double vignettes are the same two vignettes that appear face and 
back on the Twenty Dollar May 10, 1775 marbled edge note. Both were 
designed by Benjamin Franklin, and Franklin’s original sketch for the VI 
CONCITATE vignette appears on page 78 of the Fifth Edition Newman. 
PCGS has graded this note 62PPQ and it is quite rare at this grade level. 
The note is high-end choice in all respects save for the centering which 
just touches the design in two spots and limits this example to the 62 
grade.

As the blue color was not particularly bold, we occasionally do see such 
falsely filled in notes that have circulated. The $3 is noted apparent for a 
small edge split near the upper left corner.

The February 17, 1776 small denomination notes are fascinating, with 
Benjamin Franklin designed motifs on both sides. The face has the Fugio 
design used on the Continental Dollars, and later the 1787 Fugio coppers, 
with sundial and MIND YOUR BUSINESS. The backs correspond to the 
coin designs with WE ARE ONE in the center encircled by AMERICAN 
CONGRESS, with a glory of rays around. These elements are all encir- 
cled by linked chains, bearing the names of the original thirteen colo- 
nies, joined together. The Fugio notes should be considered Fractional 
Continental Dollars. The smaller vertical format with this design has an 
excellent layout. The $1/6 is the lowest denomination of four, printed on 
double-pane sheets of twelve, using three letter positions per denomina- 
tion. This is a sharp looking Plate C note with bold printing and a nicely 
accomplished signature. Complete margins are on all sides. There are a 
handful graded higher, but this truly attractive AU should prove afford- 
able and certainly has a wonderful appearance.

Recent research has demonstrat- 
ed that Jacobs was in fact not Jewish, leaving Ben Levy as the lone Jewish 
signer. Signatures aside, this is a well-margined, well-signed Continental 
easily worth $800 or more. PMG net graded this Choice Unc and com- 
mented, “Previously Mounted.”

These 
French notes (and listed in the Standard Catalogue of World Paper Money) 
were Royal issues and were created by Scottish born John Law in order to 
stimulate investments in these new territories. The earliest Banque Generale 
notes (1716-1718), signed by Law himself, are virtually unobtainable. They 
were replaced by these rarely seen 1719 Banque Royale notes. The Boyd- 
Raymond holdings contained no 1719-dated notes (only 1720 examples), and 
Ford waited many years to obtain two denominations from separate French 
auctions. This note is printed on watermarked paper with an embossed seal 
and hand signed at the right. The Extremely Fine example in the Stack’s 
January 2005 Ford VIII Sale realized $6,325.

28, 1779 Anderson US-98/NJ-7A. Uncertified, Extremely Fine. 

A lovely third bill of exchange on New Jersey that is signed by Francis 
Hopkinson, signer of the Declaration of Independence, and counter- 
signed by Joseph Borden. Congress authorized roughly $67 million worth 
of certificates over the course of several years, accounting for roughly ten 
percent of Congress’s income during the Revolutionary War. The bills of 
credit were transferable and held their value more so than Continental 
Currency. When candled, the piece clearly reveals the attractive “United 
States” watermark. This particular piece held sheet position 3, as indi- 
cated by the watermark. (800-up)

By far the earliest available signed and issued Colonial notes. These 1709 New 
York Notes are the earliest currency from the colony and among the earli- 
est available notes from any colony.

These May 31, 1709 notes were authorized 
for Canadian military expeditionary forces to build three forts and transport 
troops up the Hudson. Uniface and printed in black by William Bradford, 
without imprint, on horizontal four-subject sheets. They are typeset with a 
top indented block. There are three very bold vanity style signatures in the 
character of the period.

This note is world’s better and remarkably totally free of 
repairs or restorations. It has been graded as a VF30 by PCGS. That ser- 
vice has graded only 10 New York notes between 1739 and 1760, encom- 
passing 57 different denominations and issues, without the apparent 
modifier. Even in the current quiet market, we would expect a realization 
for this New York trophy note in the area of...

In the standard small 
format with New York arms at the right and border cuts on three sides. 
Printed by William Weyman. The signature trio of Marston, Reade, and 
John Morin Scott is sharply penned. The noted ‘Small Edge Split at Top 
Center’ is trivial compared with bright and well-printed face. Well mar- 
gined on all sides. The paper body is strong and original embossing is vis- 
ible from the back. The Boyd note, Ford Part III: Lot 635, sold for $4,600 
in May 2004. It was superior to this note, but not by much. Most likely the 
second finest known from the issue, and offered for the first time at pub- 
lic auction.” That note realized $960, which should be easily eclipsed this 
evening. The apparent grade was assigned to this note for simple, “minor 
restorations.” They are indeed minor and extremely difficult to find. The 
note is essentially a flawless XF, something not known to exist for this 
issue.

The Maverick- 
engraved New York State coat of arms with EXCELSIOR is in black at 
the right. Peter Rushton Maverick (his children, including his daughter 
Ann, were all engravers) was a prolific engraver who engraved the plates 
for many banknotes, including some early Missouri notes. Ornamental 
flourishes are on three borders and STATE OF NEW YORK is in a ribbon 
across the top. Signed by Jonathon Lawrence and John DePeyster.” That 
note realized $3,840. It was vastly superior to this piece, which grades 
VEF20 and has had the apparent assigned for, “restorations; design and 
signatures redrawn.’ This note indeed has had lots of cosmetic surgery, 
but much of the text and almost all of the border elements and the New 
York state coat of arms are over 90% original.

We've handled very few notes from this extremely late date New York 
issue and have obtained four-figure prices for notes vastly inferior to this.

The sewing 
is contemporary and, in our opinion, adds rather than detracts value as it 
is a wonderful window into Colonial life and the value they placed in the 
paper money.

Although always referred to as Rainbow Row, it is actually Beale Row and it represents the lon- 
gest cluster of Georgian row houses in the US. Four of the houses on Rainbow Row were initially the single Beale home, but were later divided into four distinct 
homes. Born in Massachusetts, he was one of the richest men in Charles Town who did not make his fortune in the slave trade. His engineering background 
resulted in his being appointed superintendant in charge of rebuilding Charleston defenses after their destruction in a hurricane. The note itself carries its entire 
indent, plus an additional inch of margin at the left. Although purely conjecture, it may well have been saved as a souvenir by the Beale family. A later notation 
in the far left margin reads, “Paper money of the American United States, when British provinces, 1731.” Fully-signed and numbered, this would certainly be 
a $50,000 note. PCGS has graded this example italic 35 and correctly called it a one-signature remainder. The flaws responsible for the italic grade are, “miss- 
ing UL corner tip; ink erosion in signature; mounting remnants on back.” The missing corner tip is blank paper at the upper left of the extraneous margin and 
the mounting remnants can barely be seen. The issue was so rare that the vignettes were unidentified until each of three unique denominations appeared. The 
Ford ten pound had a deer, the 7s6d bears a thistle, and with the appearance of this note we now know the one pound vignette is that of a frolicking horse. This 
remainder, while certainly not as desirable as a fully-signed and numbered piece, will likely remain unique for the denomination forever as part of this extremely 
rare issue.

The bronzing on 
most notes is bright and reflective and all four Second Issue faces have 
an almost bulls-eye oval. The hand-signed Justice and Spinner 50¢ faces 
and the hand-signed Grant-Sherman 15¢ face are of the Jeffries-Spinner 
signature combination.

It also has a Spinner signature at the bottom that does not 
appear to match the signature on the notes, but does match his signature 
in his later days in office when compared to Brent Hughes article in Paper 
Money, Sept/Oct 1975. This cataloger is cautiously optimistic that it is a 
genuine signature, but there is no way to be certain as Spinner courtesy 
autographs are very rare. The shield itself is not in the greatest shape and 
has stains all around the perimeter that invade into the notes. It also has a 
small tear from the edge almost to the 25¢ Second Issue note.

A Lincoln, Stanton and 15¢ are 
at top left and a 10¢, Dexter and 50¢ Type II green back at top right. Two 
Walkers are at bottom left, showing the face and back and a Meredith 
and Washington 25¢ at bottom right. Finally, there are two 1870s stamps 
attached at the top by the tips of the shield. An orange Internal Revenue 
2¢ stamp (like R-135) on the left and a green 3¢ postage stamp (like Sc 
147) at the right. The frame is contemporary to the period of issue of 
the Shield. It has a wooden back and a gold inner margin that is flaking. 
Since the shields were sent flat from the BEP, this is not a BEP issued 
frame. This shield is very interesting and would be good for the curious 
minded collector. It is estimated as if the Spinner signature is genuine, 
but if not, it is more likely a $2,000 shield. (3,500-up)

Housed in a 48” X 36” wooden frame, resembling the style of fractional currency shields, this unique item has 16 Confederate notes, 84 fractional currency notes 
and medallion-like vignettes of the first eighteen presidents (Washington to Grant). No text or other designs are present. The arrangement of the notes has the 
appearance of a flag with the stars, colors, etc. The outside edge is a blue material with a gold border and gold stars. The next border consists of 16 Confederate 
notes (1-T64; 3-165; 6-T66; 2-T68 and 4-T69). Mounted on the top and bottom Confederate notes are four Fourth Issue fractionals. A Fr. 1379 Dexter note (top) 
and a 1376 Stanton note (bottom) showing the back of the notes and a Fr. 1302 (Washington) over the second note from the top showing the face of the notes. 
The primary mat is a gold color and has 76 fractionals, all Wide Margin Proofs from the First, Second and Third issues. Individually, the value of the proofs as 
single notes, would be quite significant, especially the hand-signed notes which are all in high demand. The top and bottom corners have two 3c backs and two 
50c Second Issue faces trimmed top and bottom with the 3cs at the top and the 50c’s at the bottom. First Issue notes consist of eight faces and six backs. The 
Second issue has seven faces and ten backs. Of these, there are three 25c backs that have turned light blue as many of this issue have. Interestingly, there is no 10c 
face. The Third Issue is by far the largest represented with forty-five notes total. There are two dark curtain 3c faces and two backs. Clark 5c has three faces, two 
green and three red backs. Four 10c faces and one green back are present but no red back. Two of the faces are hand-signed Colby/Spinner notes. Grant/Sherman 
notes are represented by three faces and two green and one red back. Two of the faces are the rarer hand-signed Jeffries/Spinner examples. The 25c Fessenden’s 
are represented by twelve notes, four face, four green and four red backs. There are four Justice and six Spinner faces and one green and one red back. Two of the 
Justice notes are hand-signed Colby/Spinner notes as are three of the Spinner notes. All are mounted on the mat but a very few are mounted upside down (not 
inverts). Most of the notes are bright and well margined with the exception of the Justice at the bottom and a green back Clark in the upper center that has a large 
brown spot. Individually, the notes would probably grade Very Fine or better with most being in the or better category. Finally, there are 18 gold medallions with 
portraits of the first 18 presidents mounted on the notes interspersed throughout the item. Although there is no way to positively when this was done, since there 
are no Fifth Issue notes, the presidential vignettes stopping at U. S. Grant and all of the Confederate notes are 1864 issues, it is likely this was put together in the 
1870s. A very unique item that will be the centerpiece of any fractional or Americana collection. (10,000-up)

104-year auction survey shows that, of 75 total appearances of Steinfeld 
encasements at auction, 57 of those appearances were One Cent pieces. 
This figure, of course, includes very heavy duplication...Steinfeld is one of 
the most difficult merchants to acquire, with this 1¢ piece the only gener- 
ally available denomination.” This piece has a touch less silver than the 
Mayer example, but better definition of the letters.

Although 
notes from the first issue were signed and issued, notes from the second 
issue never were. The town’s name was originally Commerce, but it was 
changed to Nauvoo which means “beautiful place.” Joseph Smith, Jr. 
claimed in 1841 that he received a revelation that he needed to build a 
house in Nauvoo that would serve as “a resting-place for the weary trav- 
eler.” Smith placed the original manuscript of the Book of Mormon in the 
cornerstone of the building in 1841. Construction was stopped in 1844 in 
order to concentrate on building the Nauvoo Temple. The former Nauvoo 
House hotel was eventually completed and still exists to this day. A few

They 
found one in Monroe, Michigan, where they sent Oliver Cowdery (the dis- 
tinguished Church elder who was instrumental in obtaining the plates and 
sheets used for the Kirtland notes). An existing, officially chartered bank 
was available for $100,000, although the bank was basically worthless as the 
country was heading toward the 1837 bank panic. While this was a short 
term expedient, notes such as this $3 with Cowdery’s signature as President 
are avidly collected because of their connections to the Mormon Church. 
Like most Cowdery signed notes, this one has seen extended circulation and 
has some issues.

As the New York Times described it in 
an 1860 article “The Lafarge House is about as representative a hotel in 
its way as any in the City. The proprietor is strongly Democratic in his 
political proclivities, and the guests are mostly of a Southern stripe.” In 
November, 1864, the hotel was among those targeted in a Confederate 
plot to burn down several hotels and public buildings in New York City, 
with the plotters actually starting a fire at the hotel and sending patrons 
at the adjoining Winter Garden theater into a panic. An 1867 fire which 
destroyed the Winter Garden caused the hotel to close. When rebuilt, it 
opened in 1870 as the Grand Central Hotel. Three years later, renamed as 
the Broadway Central Hotel, the building was the site of the famous mur- 
der of financier Jim Fisk by a disgruntled business partner named Edwin 
S. Stokes. We have seen no other examples of any kind from this historic 
hotel. PCGS Extremely Fine 40, with mounting remnants and a paper 
pull on the back. (600-900)

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20339 New York, NY- Mechanics Banking Association $50 
G20 Proof 

While two examples of this design were among the holdings of the 
ABNCo archives which were sold in 1990, this Proof was also known 
to Haxby previously and so estimating how many may still be available 
is difficult. However, odds are the number is a small one. This example 
has great period vignettes of Liberty, Manufacturing as well as a center 
vignette of a sailor conversing with two Indians.

The 91st Ohio was raised in south central Ohio on August 26, 1862. Its 
early activities were centered in the western part of Virginia, mainly 
raids and other operations against Confederate positions in the region. It 
participated in the Valley Campaigns of 1864 and then spent the remain- 
der of the war on garrison duty in Cumberland, MD and Winchester, 
VA. The regiment was mustered out in June, 1865 with total wartime 
losses due to combat and disease of 153 soldiers. Elisha Pinkney Stout, 
who served as Sutler, had been involved in the founding of Omaha, NE 
and served as the first President of Denver City. After service in the war, 
Stout was a successful merchant in Cincinnati and was involved in many 
business organizations. This remainder is of a stock design that was used 
by multiple regiments and sutlers and grades PCGS Very Fine 35 with 
a small edge split at bottom right of center noted. A lovely sutler note.

The Lafayette Bank opened in 1834 and remained in business until its 
charter expired in 1854. It then went on to become a private bank until 
1862-63 when it again transformed itself into a Free Bank, although it did 
not issue any circulation. This note is from its 1834-54 period of opera- 
tion and is one of the most striking Proofs that we have offered. It has 
both stunning vignettes and portraits on the face, while a unique extra 
large blue lazy “5” is observed on the back.

The Bank of Delaware was the product of the first attempt to establish 
a bank in the town.

However, unlike most of its 
contemporaries, when faced with a refusal by the state legislature to issue 
such a charter, the organizers, both prominent local citizens, immedi- 
ately reversed course and redeemed all notes presented for payment. This 
attractive Proof $5 is as nice as the day it was printed and grades PCGS 
Very Choice New 64.

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20355 Granville, OH- The Bank of Granville / The Granville 
Alexandrian Society $100 Wolka 1211-22 

In an odd course of events, what started out as a library quickly turned 
into a bank of ill repute. The founders of Granville received a charter 
from the state to organize a library in 1807 but by 1815 the library had 
turned from books to bank notes. Probably being better librarians than 
bankers, the bank failed in 1817. A revival took place in 1836 when 
the bank was revived with a new name- The Bank of Granville - the 
Granville Alexandrian Society. What happened was predictable, the bank 
failed in 1841-42 when $50,000 in its notes were unsuccessfully presented 
for payment. This $100 remainder (the signatures are falsely added) is the 
second example of this design to appear and grades PCGS Very Fine 30

In 1836 Mormon Church elders, led by Prophet Joseph Smith, Jr. 
and Sidney Rigdon (as cashier for the bank), sent their designees to 
Columbus, Ohio (chaired by Orson Hyde) to seek a state bank charter. 
Simultaneously, the other group of elders (led by Oliver Cowdery) went 
to Underwood, Bald, Spencer & Hufty in Philadelphia to contract for 
engraved plates, proofs and the sheet printing from the four plates pur- 
chased. Having the plates engraved and printed was easily accomplished. 
However, officials at the State Capitol in Columbus required specie or 
other collateralization to protect the circulation and denied the charter. 
Regardless, their notes were already printed and ready to issue, and the 
bank began operations. The vast majority of Kirtland notes, from $1 to 
$100, were dated and emitted in March 1837, though some, like this $1, 
are dated earlier. The bank, of course, did not survive the nationwide 
bank panic in 1837, although Smith had guaranteed the notes would one 
day “be as good as gold.” The lack of specie caused the bank’s failure, 
which was a large factor in the Mormon migration from Ohio to their 
eventual settlement in Utah.

It returned in 1829-1830 and finally closed 
its doors in December 28, 1842, just three days before its charter was 
to expire. This $1 Proof is attached to the second period of activity and 
is one of approximately four known today in public and private hands.

A completely handwritten warrant dated July 15, 1861 issued from 
Tahlequah, this certificate authorized the disbursement of $15 out of 
the orphan fund to Parch Meal. This certificate was the plate note in the 
SPMC state catalog covering the states of Oklahoma/Indian Territory and 
Kansas. PCGS Extremely Fine 40. (1,000-1,250)

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20359 Chester, PA- Bank of Delaware County $500 G78 Proof 
Excessively rare and one of probably only two or three examples known, 
this note was once part of lot 1530 in the ABNCo Archives Sale in 1990. 
With a dramatic vignette of an eagle perched on a limb, this well inked 
example grades PCGS Choice About New 55PPQ with POCs and mount- 
ed on cardstock.

Other characters are named and the message seems to be 
anti-Bank of the United States / Nicholas Biddle. Often the messages 
on these notes are quite convoluted and this one is no exception.

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20364 Philadelphia, PA- Norristown & Valley Rail Road Compy. $1 
Sept. 8, 1837 Hoober 305-826 

A prohibitively rare and likely unique piece from a railroad issuer we have 
never had and never seen previously. Even the Hoober Pennsylvania ref- 
erence lists notes from this issuer by saying “No Description Available.” 
That is likely because the railroad itself was a short lived venture plagued 
with problems from its inception. As one railroad historian noted “On 
April 13, 1835, the Legislature granted a charter to the Norristown and 
Valley Railroad company to construct a railroad to run from east of 
the Brandywine Creek on the Philadelphia and Columbia Railroad, 
and connect with the Philadelphia, Germantown and Norristown RR 
somewhere near Norristown. The company was to begin construction 
within three years, and complete construction within seven years. The 
Commonwealth provided itself the right to purchase the railroad at any 
time within twenty years, adding it to the state-owned system of public 
works. Following line-location surveys, Downingtown was selected 
for the western terminus, and Conshohocken for the connection to the 
PG&N. Support for the adventure was mixed. Farmers in the western end 
of the valley were less than ecstatic, perhaps because of the proximity of 
the Philadelphia and Columbia, but certainly because of dissatisfaction 
with the payments for their right-of-way. Meetings were held in August 
of 1835, and again during the following January, to voice protest against 
the damages which they felt at the hands of a “corporate monopoly”. 
This mixed enthusiasm, together with the economic depression of 1837, 
resulted in disappointing progress in financing and construction. At the 
end of the seven years stipulated by the corporate charter the construc- 
tion was not complete. In 1842 the Legislature extended the period for 
completion another three years. Despite the expenditure of $850,000, by 
1845 it was still not completed. The result of this failure was the cessation 
of operations, and the charter lapsed.” 

Any estimate here is simply a guess, but if rarity and desirability are any 
guide, expect bidding for this PCGS Fine 15 example with some very 
minor stains and edge damage to reach or exceed...

An exciting Confederate military scrip note that was issued by (Major) 
William C. Sibley Assistant Commissary of Subsistence for the command of 
Brigadier General John K. Jackson, 5th Georgia Volunteer Infantry Regiment. 
The 5th first served in Florida taking part in the Battle of Santa Rosa Island in 
October 1861. Jackson was next sent to Grand Junction, Tennessee to reorga- 
nize Confederate units. General Jackson and his command went on to fight 
with distinction at Shiloh in April 1862. Major Sibley joined Jackson’s staff 
in October 1862 and served on it until September 1864. Sibley was assigned 
to the Invalid Corps in December 1864. Jackson’s troops would fight in the 
Stones River, Chattanooga, Atlanta, and Savannah campaigns. The end of the 
war saw Jackson in his hometown of Augusta, Georgia establishing a mili- 
tary depot. He died of pneumonia at the age of 38 in 1866 in Milledgeville, 
Georgia.

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20375 (Tennessee), Unknown Location- Jackson’s Brigade Commissary

May 8, 1879 

The first example of this recently discovered warrant design that anyone has 
ever seen and a new type for collectors of Tennessee Obsolete material. It 
was paid in August of 1879 and is pen cancelled. It also has an embossed seal 
of the county court. It is an attractive and colorful example for the grade of 
PCGS Very Fine 25 which will likely finish strong given the popularity of the 
state.

Annapolis - Anne Arundel County - The capital city of Maryland and seat of Anne Arundel County was founded in 1649 by 
Puritan settlers. It would go through several name changes until 1702, when Anna Stuart would become Queen Anne of Great 
Britain. The city served as our nation’s capital for an eight-month period from 1783-84 immediately following the signing of 
the Treaty of Paris, which ended the Revolutionary War. Today it is best known for being the home of the United States Naval 
Academy, founded in 1845.

Notes from this historic state capital have always been in great demand, with most notes from this bank long impounded in sig- 
nificant Maryland holdings.

Baltimore - Baltimore County - The name dates back to 1600°s Ireland, wherein George Calvert earned the title of Lord Bal- 
timore in his native land in 1625. His barony was named after the seaport city of Baltimore, County Cork, Ireland. George 
Calverts son, Cecil, the second Lord Baltimore would go on to found the colony of Maryland in 1632, and from the outset of 
the colonys founding, Baltimore was the most important city.

Cambridge - Dorchester County - Prior to the arrival of 
Europeans, Cambridge was the site of a large community 
of Choptank Indians. It is one of the earliest settlements in 
Maryland, and the early colonists developed vast numbers 
of tobacco plantations during this era. It would later be- 
come a key stop along the underground railroad during the 
Antebellum and Civil War periods. Today it is the fourth 
largest city on Marylands Eastern Shore and is the seat of 
Dorchester County.

The town underwent several name 
changes until 1814, at which point Hagers Town was chosen 
by an act of Assembly. Today it is the sixth largest city in 
Maryland and serves as the seat of Washington County.

It has a distinguished 
pedigree as well, having been the highlight of Bob Cohen’s Maryland collection during the 1970's. When Bob moved to Hawaii and sold his Maryland 
holdings, it made its only public appearance in the 1982 Hickman & Oakes Memphis sale, where it fetched the princely sum of $1,500 before being 
obtained by Marc some years later in a private treaty sale. This is a wonder note in all respects, combining rarity and grade in equal measures, with great 
color, signatures and eye appeal. If any note has the potential to bring a runaway price this evening, our pick would be right here. PMG Very Fine 30.

Following 
the Civil War, Hyatt decided to divide the land, and over 
time sold lots to merchants, allowing the town’s population 
to greatly increase during Reconstruction. Its location on 
the Washington and Baltimore Turnpike and proximity to 
Washington, DC led to Hyattsville becoming one of the more 
strategically important and valuable locations in Maryland 
and would eventually incorporate as a city in 1886.

This bank was the only issuer in Hyattsville, a small community of 
fewer than 2,000 people in 1910 which grew mightily after the Second 
World War due to its proximity to Washington, DC inside the Beltway in 
Prince George’s County. Offerings from this bank have been few and far 
between, with Track & Price noting that the last appearance of any large 
Hyattsville example was twelve years ago. Nice PMG Very Fine 25, with 
bright purple signatures.

Laurel - Prince Georges County - In 1811, Nicholas Snowden built a gristmill on the shores of the Patuxent River. 
Subsequent expansions and upgrades would follow, leading to significant growth and the establishment of further mills 
and manufacturing services. Originally known as Laurel Factory, the town was the site of a thriving milling community 
in the early to mid-1800s. With the rise of electricity and railroads, the town would eventually take on a more suburban 
identity, with its train station linked to both Washington and Baltimore.

Lying midway between Baltimore and Washington, this community developed slowly, with the population not even reaching 2,500 until 1930. This was 
the only bank in town, with this institution limping along with a minimal $12,500 in capital for many years. The number of notes issued was minimal, 
and, by 1935, a mere $750 was outstanding in large notes, with a mere three examples listed in the census. All have been closely held for decades, with 
neither Track & Price, the National Bank Note Census, and the Gengerke census showing even one prior offering at public sale from Laurel. Only a col- 
lection assembled with the dedication that Marc Watts has displayed would have not one but two Laurel notes, and only this sale would offer collec- 
tors an opportunity that none have ever had. Pen signed PMG Very Fine 20.

While known today for its annual national oyster shucking 
championship, the community has had a long history of invasion and 
occupation, with the town occupied and plundered during the War of 
1812 by British marines, and by Federal troops during the Civil War, 
as the area was dominated by southern sympathizers busily engaged in 
smuggling goods and arms to their Virginia brethren across the Potomac 
River. This is the only Red Seal extant from this bank, and an example 
which made its last (and only) appearance on the market thirty-three 
years ago in a Hickman-Oakes auction sale. PMG Very Fine 20, with 
good color for the grade.

This small Montgomery County community was, like much of southern Maryland, a hotbed of southern sympathy, and was occupied alternately 
by both Union and Confederate troops during the early months of the Civil War. When Union military strategists realized that the shallow fords of the Potomac 
River near Poolesville would allow Confederate troops easy access to Washington, DC, they established what was termed the “Corps of Observation,” eventu- 
ally garrisoning around 20,000 Federal troops in and near the town. Pen signed PMG Very Fine 30, a wonderful note worthy of the finest of collections.

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Port Deposit - Cecil County - The town has very modest 
origins, beginning in 1729 with the construction of a 
ferry station across the Susquehanna River by Colonel 
John Creswell, one of Maryland’s early landowners.

In the course of the commission of the robbery, 
the Savings Institution president was badly beaten and a director was shot 
and killed. The outcry over the murder and robbery forced the state gov- 
ernor to form the state police later in the year.

The prefix Thur- is German for mountain entrance, and -mont is 
Latin for mountain. By virtue of these two root words, one could reasonably expect that mountains would in all 
likelihood dominate the surrounding landscape. The presidential retreat of Camp David is located only a few miles 
from the town’s limits, and every single president has visited the site since construction was completed in 1938.

The two Wolfes engaged in a contentious lawsuit over the distribution of their father’s assets after 
his death, with the brother prevailing in the first trial and William ultimately winning after the Iowa supreme court reversed the initial decision. The newspaper 
account noted, “While the case was on trial in the local court, the brothers, contesting with their lawyers every inch of the ground with apparent bitterness, nev- 
ertheless sat beside each other in court, ate at the same table in the hotel, and occupied the same bed.” If you appreciate the combination of rarity, desirability, and 
grade, this is a note you should bring home this evening.

Lee (who signed this note as the bank’s Cashier) organized the First National Bank in 1886. Nixon served as President of that bank until 1906, when 
he moved to Reno and founded the Nixon NB, serving as President of that institution until his death in 1912. Along the way he found time to enter 
into a partnership with George Wingfield (who later served as President of this bank, which was renamed the Reno NB in 1915) in several mining 
ventures as well as serving a one of Nevada’s two United States Senators from his election in 1905 until his passing in 1912. 


Most all of the known Nevada Red Seals have been closely held for many years, with only a few emerging when the most comprehensive collection of Nevada 
Nationals ever formed was dispersed a couple of years ago. Those notes were sold privately, and no Red Seal examples from this bank have emerged since we sold 
a PCGS Very Fine 20 example six years ago this month for $66,125. This piece, which displays good color and comes in a comment free PCGS Fine 15 holder, 
offers a rare opportunity which has been available only twice since 1999. Expect bidding to easily reach and perhaps well exceed... (40,000-60,000)

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War of 1812 Era $10 PMG 58 EPQ 


22001 TN-14a Hessler X83C $10 Act of February 24, 1815 Treasury Note Double Signature Remainder PMG Choice About Unc 58 EPQ. 
Considered by many collectors to be our nation’s first federal currency, the War of 1812 issues were printed to finance the war effort against 
Great Britain. The ‘Second War of American Independence,’ as some historians have called this conflict, was caused by an extended 
disagreement between the United States and Great Britain over trade tariffs and violations of American maritime rights. With the demise 
of the First Bank of the United States and no provision for internal revenue taxes, the Treasury was left with meager sources of revenue to 
prosecute the war. In addition to the issue of federal bonds, the Treasury created these circulating notes that were fundable into 7% stock. 
Issued under the Act of February 24, 1815, the issue authorized immediately after the end of the War of 1812, this note was part of the total 
of $3,392,994 worth of small Treasury Notes under $100 that were issued, with denominations of $3, $5, $10, $20, and $50. A total face 
value of $25,000,000 had been authorized. There were two varieties of the $10 notes. One design includes text in the right border stating 


‘receivable everywhere by the United States in payment of duties, taxes, and public lands.’ The newly released 21st edition of the Friedberg 
reference states that there is only one note known with all three signatures. 


The Newman Collection contained a different example in this exact PMG grade and it realized $24,000 in our November 2017 auction. The 


note we are now auctioning is identical in appearance to the Newman specimen except for a bit more left margin, and it should have at least 
an identical result, if not more.

The description used in the last Newman sale says it all about these fascinating notes and is reprinted here in its entirety. “This beautiful and 
historic currency note is part of a fascinating series that was issued between the repudiation of the Continental Congress currency and the 
creation of the Act of July 17, 1861, Demand Notes to help fund the Civil War. The notes bore interest and technically were loans, but their 
size and style allowed them to circulate as currency, and they were payable for certain obligations. For decades, the War of 1812 Treasury 
Note issues have achieved the sustained recognition and price appreciation they deserve. A contributing factor was the disposition in 2004 
of the Ford collection notes and sheets, many from the Boyd holdings or from the legendary currency collector and author Julian Blanchard, 
an early member of the Essay-Proof Society. The Newman Collection War of 1812 notes are significant additions to the collecting community, 
and this is the last available example. One of the finest known of this most frequently encountered War of 1812 type, and a perfect candidate 
for any American type set. Engraved and printed by Murray, Draper, Fairman& Co. on watermarked UNITED STATES bond paper with color 
security threads. This is the plate F example of the four notes printed on a sheet. It in banknote size and format. The upper left shows an eagle, 
clutching the banner showing the E PLURIBUS UNIM motto, with a large sunburst behind. Intricate end panels characteristic of the imprint 
display TEN DOLLARS at each end in a cartouche. Obligations are across with engraved date at top center under the title, and 7% interest 
specified. This is a double signature remainder, missing the third necessary to be fully issued and unknown on this type. Listed as Hessler 
X83C. Though TN-14a $10 notes are the most frequently encountered War of 1812 type, they are hardly common and we would estimate 
30 to 40 still exist in all grades. 


This is a gorgeous example, virtually as made with very faint handling. The borders are superior to most we have seen, having wide, even 
swaths of lathe work on all sides. The two signatures are boldly penned. The paper originality and immaculate surfaces are evident. The 
Newman Collection duplicate, PCGS Very Fine 20 Apparent, realized $8,812.50 in the April 2015 Newman Part VI sale. This is much 
superior to two others we have sold in recent years: a PCGS Very Fine 35 that realized $25,850 in April 2014 and a PMG Choice Extremely 
Fine 45 Net (restoration) realizing $21,150 in January 2015. This example is worthy of spirited competition and the finest we have handled. 
A classic American currency note, projecting the emerging strength of America and the role the country would play after the Treaty of Ghent 
ended the War of 1812.”

Engraving of the border and lettering was completed 
by L.F. Ellis, S.B. Many, George U. Rose Jr., D.S. Ronaldson, Edward M. Hall, J. Kennedy and E.E. Myers. The india paper is mounted on 
cardstock which has some mounting residue that does not affect the india paper. Aside from a 1986 auction appearance in the Ezra Cole 
Collection Sale, we cannot definitively track down the rest of its pedigree.

Most of the Legal Tender 
denominations have high grades survivors, often seen in groups that served as vault cash for reserve requirements. The 1880 $100 is different. 
Despite just a few Uncirculated examples having been graded across all eleven Friedberg numbers, just four have been offered at auction. 
Three 64s from the Bruce-Gilfillan combo have realized $97,750 to $164,500. This piece however is the lone finest graded for the Friedberg 
number, with a most recent realization over three years ago at $105,750. Its appearance is no less impressive than the 64s offered at auction, 
with four full margins, vibrant paper and a vivid seal and serial numbers. No matter how you evaluate the rarity, by type or number, this piece 
is easily a six figure note and worthy of the finest collections of type notes.

A number of 
VF25s have sold in recent years, primarily between $8,000 and $12,000. This note, with its superior eye appeal and only very minor repairs, 
should fall close to or above the high end of that range.

A highly appealing note, and one of the best looking 
Compound Interest Treasury 50s known to the hobby. We auctioned another PMG 30 Net in August 2016 for $129,250 and a no comment 
PMG 30 at our 2014 FUN auction for $141,000. Appearance wise, the $141,000 specimen was considerably nicer than this, but photo 
comparisons show this and the $129,250 example to be quite similar. Those two buyers now have their notes, and we would not expect a 
six figure realization this evening, but we could get close.

We are extremely pleased to offer this evening to the collecting fraternity the unique Black Eagle Solid Star Note which has to be considered 
the highlight of the Doug Murray collection. This is a note that was unknown until 2010 when a well-known paper money dealer, quite 
literally, ferreted it “out of the weeds.” Fortunately, for Doug (and not for his checkbook), the dealer was quite taken by the certainly unusual 
nature of the Solid Star and immediately contacted the top expert of Large Size Stars, which, of course, was Doug. Quickly realizing its 
importance, Doug immediately negotiated a deal for this unique piece. While some collectors might consider this an error note, close 
examination of the star itself reveals it is identical in size and characteristics to the stars used at the end of the serial numbers on the Treasury 


(or Coin) Notes issued between 1890 and 1893, the only difference being that the star on the Black Eagle is blue rather than the Treasury 
Note’s red color. 


Presumably, when the decision was made by the BEP in 1910 to make separate replacement notes, a small quantity of Vernon-McClung 
replacements were run off the press using an old star slug from the Treasury Note era, thereby creating the solid star notes. Since tonight's 
offering bears serial number *1702B, that quantity could have been as small as just 2000 notes.

During the 1890s, houses and businesses 
were being wired for electricity and new uses were being discovered. The allegorical theme on the $5 is Electricity Presenting Light to the 
World, also known as Electricity as the Dominant Force in the World. The design, featuring Electricity personified at center holding a lighted 
bulb illuminating several other allegorical figures, was adapted from a painting by Walter Shirlaw. Among his many accomplishments, 
Shirlaw helped found the Chicago Institute of Art and he was also the first president of the Society of American Artists. The female figures 
portrayed on the note are bare breasted which led to an outcry by society women in Boston and in turn led to many bankers refusing to 
accept the notes. The controversy over the $5 Educational note has been cited by several sources as the origin of the phrase, “banned in 
Boston.” The ornate back features portraits of Civil War Union Generals Ulysses S. Grant and Philip H. Sheridan. Graded PCGS Currency 
Gem New 65PPQ, this is a gorgeous Friedberg number 269 example.

General Philip Sheridan, who was known as “Little Phil,” stood 5’4” 
tall, and there are several good-natured Lincoln quotes (Lincoln was well over 6’ tall) poking fun at his diminutive General. His portrait on 
this note has a photographic-like quality that is simply amazing for a 19th century engraving. Not an incredible rarity, even in this grade, but 


this notes technical perfection, along with its magnetic eye appeal, should bring it toward the upper end of what 66s have been realizing.

The print quality is extremely sharp lending 
a photographic-like appearance to the portrait of John Marshall. Marshall, whose portrait appears on this note, served as Chief Justice of the 


Supreme Court. He died in 1835. The portrait was engraved by Charles Schlecht, from a painting done by Harry Inman.

Only 22 examples are recorded in Track & Price for this one-number type. These Treasury $50s are classic paper money rarities with a 
fascinating history. As soon as the Sherman Silver Purchase Act, which called for the issuance of Treasury Notes was passed on July 14, 
1890, the Treasurer, James N. Huston, organized the effort to design and issue the notes. Designs for the typical denominations $1 to $1000 
were prepared; by November 29, the proposed $50 design was completed. Like the famous Watermelon $100 and $1000, the back design 
featured generously proportioned letters in the word FIFTY, intricately engraved, and in the rich green color synonymous with the nickname, 
“Greenback.” The rich and colorful designs were intended for all the denominations of 1890 Treasury Notes, but before any $50s were 
printed, the 1891 Series, with its new back designs, had already been introduced to aid in counterfeit detection. The new designs featured an 
open back with two large areas of open design in which the colored fibers in the paper could be easily seen. In 1891, the $50 Treasury Note 
went into production, and 80,000 notes were printed in total. Ultimately only 23,500 of the notes were issued, and they likely were used 
primarily for large-dollar bank-to-bank transactions involving the purchase of silver. Friedberg indicates that Treasury records show only 25 
notes still outstanding, supporting the theory that they were mostly used in bank-to-bank transactions and subsequently redeemed. Today, the 
census stands in the low 20s with only three unreported examples still outstanding, the Fifty Dollar Seward’s status as a classic numismatic 
rarity is forever protected. Of the current recorded examples, six pieces are permanently impounded in institutional collections limiting the 
number of collectible examples to only 16. PMG has assigned a Net grade for restorations and they are indeed correct. The note at one time, 
had extremely ragged edges which have now been masterfully rebuilt. The design area has been barely touched in a few places, but never by 
more than a quarter of an inch. All of the internal portions of the note are strictly original. The assigned grade is accurate and this note will 
boost the collection of some lucky individual into a totally different class as less than two dozen collectors will ever have the opportunity to 
have a Seward $50 in their holdings.

One of our favorite examples of the iconic “Watermelon” notes to pass through our auctions, this example graces the pages of our first 
Newman currency offering. It was described, “United States Treasury Notes were born of failed monetary policy that favored Western 
constituencies, specifically silver miners. Silver was demonetized in the Coinage Law of 1873, a move by Congress in favor of the Gold 
Standard. Unfortunately the timing was poor as a depression in Europe was sinking its claws into the American economy. Falling silver prices 
forced Western senators to take action, advocating for the silver miners who were an important part of their quickly growing economies. 
Congressman Richard P. Bland and Senator William A. Allison proposed the Bland-Allison Act of 1878. In addition to calling for the Double 
Standard, it also called for between $2 and $4 million worth of silver to be purchased by the Treasury each month. Both Morgan Dollars and 
Silver Certificates resulted from this act as it called for the silver to be placed into circulation. Either the coins, or Silver Certificates backed 
by Treasury holdings, would be issued. Since the law called for excess silver purchases beyond the needs of the public, the vaults at the 
Treasury began to fill up with Morgan Dollars. By 1889, the surplus was in the hundreds of millions of dollars. President Benjamin Harrison 
mentioned in his annual address that $283,539,521 in silver dollars sat in the vaults, and more than $6 million of it was not represented 
by Silver Certificates. At that time, silver was worth around 70 cents per ounce, but special interests pushed even harder. The introduction 
of the Windom Silver Bullion Purchase Act in the House was an attempt to remove all restrictions on the purchase and coining of silver. 
The act passed on July 14, 1890, called for greatly increased limits as well as introducing the issue of Treasury Notes. The increase allowed 
for the purchase of up to 4.5 million ounces of silver each month, or if that quantity was not available, whatever was on the market. It also 
introduced Treasury Notes in form of payment for the purchases in denominations of not less than $1 and not more than $1,000. Though the 
notes were introduced to back silver purchases, they were redeemable for both gold and silver specie. As such, they earned the nickname 
“Coin Notes.” The Act doubled the amount of silver purchased by the government each month. The technical change to Treasury Notes in 
the act proved fatal for silver. The notes were redeemable in both gold and silver and with silver far below par, the public would naturally 
choose gold when redeeming their notes. James Nelson Huston, the Treasurer at the time, was a steadfast Republican and hardly the fiscal 
conservative. The law allowed him to cease the issuance of the largest denomination Silver Certificates, the $500 and $1000, in favor of 
Treasury Notes. The favored status of the Treasury Notes was evidenced by increased redemption rates. Logically, the favored status of 
Treasury Notes by those hoarding cash provided for a slightly larger survival rate to date than silver certificates. But the original number of 
notes issued was quite small, especially for the largest denominations. For the $100, only 120,000 notes were printed, and today a mere 35 
survivors are known to collectors. Eight of those notes are permanently housed in institutional collections, prized holdings due in part to the 
rarity, but just as importantly, the design. The back of the $100 and $1,000 Treasury Notes shows the denomination engraved in large digits 
and finely detailed. The zeros in the number printed in green resemble watermelons. Eric’s note has long been recorded in the census of 
survivors, but this is the first time it has been offered at auction to the collecting community. As one of the most coveted designs in American 
currency, these notes were highly sought after by early collectors, and notes with problems were almost always improved. Remarkably, this 
example is one of the few that survived circulation with just a moderate amount of wear and not a single hint of a problem. The paper is 
fresh, with bold printed colors and full margins. The green ink on the back is vibrant and unbroken by the few folds that account for the grade. 
With stunning originality and a coveted pedigree, this newest opportunity will definitely spark spirited bidding.” We expect the same volley 
of bids this evening, with the price to easily reach and possibly sail past...

1080a is one of the very few Federal Notes that has never been 
offered at public auction. This 1080a is the only one of the three to have been graded by any service. The Smithsonian note is reported to 
be XF, with both this note and the third example, the whereabouts of which we do not know, about the same grade. While this piece faces 
up quite well for aVG, it does have a professionally masked-out stain and a rebuilt upper-left corner tip that affects nothing but blank paper. 
An incredible rarity, worth whatever it costs to bring it home.” At that time that note realized an incredible $97,750. Both the market and the 
census have changed since that time, Track & Price now lists four examples. This one represents the fifth note known, with one remaining 
permanently impounded in the Smithsonian. PMG has graded this example Fine 15 and mentioned minor repairs, which seem to be a few 


short closed edge splits. In January 2016 we sold a PMG Very Fine 25 for $42,300. This note will not reach that level, but could very well 
approach.

23368 Orange Spring(s), FL- J.W. Pearson 50¢ (Faded) 1862 Benice 16 
Pearson owned a number of enterprises around Orange Springs by the 
mid-1850s. At the start of the Civil War he raised a unit, the Oklawaha 
Rangers, and was twice wounded, dying in Georgia in 1864. This 
example last crossed the auction block at $764. Ex: Eric P. Newman 
Numismatic Education Society. PCGS Very Good 8. (750-850)

23374 Tallahassee, FL- State of Florida $100 Oct. 10, 1861 Cr. 2 
Part of the first state issue printed by Hoyer & Ludwig, this $100 features 
a vignette of Ceres seated facing right. PMG Uncirculated 62. (250-300)

23375 Atlanta, GA- Geo(rge) W. Price $50 Advertising Note ND (ca. 
1866-77) 

Price was involved in the shoe and boot business in Macon, Georgia 
before moving to Atlanta after the Civil War. Atlanta city directories 
list the business location as 37 Peachtree Street through about 1877, 
indicating that this note was issued sometime between 1865 and 1877. 
Elaborately printed by Henry Seibert and Bros., New York, this is only 
the second note and first $50 that we have offered from this issuer and 
was not part of the massive Alan Dorris collection. Fine with a couple of 
minor stains that are effectively concealed by the printed elements of the 
design.

The Bridge Company of Augusta was also known as the Bridge Bank. 
Henry Shultz and Lewis Cooper had a bridge constructed across the 
Savannah River which connected Hamburg, South Carolina to Augusta, 
Georgia. Shultz was a native of Hamburg, Germany and he founded 
Hamburg, South Carolina. Cooper sold his interest in the toll bridge to 
one John McKinne. They issued notes in denominations ranging from 
25¢ to $100, produced by Leney & Rollinson. Unfortunately during the 
Panic of 1819, McKinne illegally mortgaged the bridge, leading to finan- 
cial ruin for Shultz. This 75¢ note, which served as the plate note in the 
Haxby catalog, grades Very Good with two POCs and a stamp hinge 
remnant on the back and is believed to be unique. (750-1,000)

blue and yellow were also used. This yellow tint was patented by Bald, 
Cousland & Co. in mid 1855.

John D. Gray was a railroad builder and manufacturer who turned his 
attention to the manufacture of munitions and other military goods 
during the Civil War under the names of “John D. Gray & Co.” and the 
“Columbus Armory.” This 50¢ note grades Very Good and is printed on 
the backs of Bank of St. Mary’s notes. There are no repairs or meaningful 
condition issues aside from even wear.

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23422 Connersville, IN- White Water Valley Canal Company $2 Mar.

The State Bank of Ohio was one of the largest banks in the United States, 
being made up of forty-one branches spread across the state. It offers 
a challenging collecting opportunity as multiple branch location and 
design rarities abound.

This is a 
very late 1863 issue from one of the larger branches; one of two located 
in Cleveland. It ultimately became the Commercial National Bank in 
1865.

PCGS Very Good 10 with splits, 
tears, and damage noted. On notes of extreme rarity, all that does not 
make too much difference to experienced collectors.
